— The 
Board of Inland Revenue is 
about to make amends for a 
gross mis-assessment of its 
own income tax inspectors 
and other clerical staff. : 

For years the official assumption 
has been that though it might be 
possible. in special circumstances 
to love an income tax’ inspector, 
any income tax clerical woman of- 
ficer. would know too much ever 
to want to marry one. ‘ 

There has been, for longer than. 
Somerset House can recall exactly, 
a regulation that income tax in- 
spectors should not live perma- 


nently with members of the cleri~ 


cal staff. One or two women cler« 
ical officers married to income tax 
inspectors in the same office have 
protested against this implication 
of an undesirable relationship.

Forfeit badge 
if found near 


flood- waters 

The city of Ithaca, New York, 
safeguards its children during an- 
nual Spring floods by appointing 
“high water deputies”, 

Toddlers to 12-year-olds are 
deputized with a large round badge 
after taking a pledge to keep 
away from flood waters. They also 
pledge to help keep other children 
away. 

The idea was started in 1951 by 
the late Paul Kirchgraber and his 
wife, Their newsstand and confec- 
tionery store was near one of 
Ithaca’s elementary schools and 
Six Mile Creek. 

The Kirchgrabers signed up 985 
deputies the first year and during 
last year (1955) they had 2,280 
members in the city of 7,200. 

About 12 teenagers are appoint- 
ed senior high water deputies. 
They make checks of the three 
creeks running through the town 
and the inlet to Cayuga Lake. If 
a youngster is found near the wa- 
ter he forfeits his badge. 

Each year the children are re- 
warded with a party sponsored by 
14 firms. 3194

said: “It is a relic of the early

ed, new inspectors appointed, mare 
ried women remaining at work
